The closest prior art 

Document DE-296 02 7 62 only discloses a vehicle rear 
parcel shelf as per the features in lines 1-10 of claim 1 
Vehicles that have a parcel shelf movable between two 
positions, i.e. (a) a use position in which the shelf is 
positioned horizontally, and (b) a position in which the 
shelf is folded away so that it is stowed inside the 
vehicle body and allows a foldable roof to be 
accommodated, are known. 



The aim (problem to be solved) 

The simplification of the mechanism. 



Solution 

The parcel shelf includes a central panel, two movable 
side panels and means for controlling and guiding the 
sliding movement of said two movable side panels so that 
they are retracted underneath the central panel. Said 
means enable said sid e panels to be moved in both

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directions (from the extended position to the retracted 
position and vice versa) in relation to said central panel
